CARSON CITY, Nev. (AP)— 
The 
Nevada 
legislature 
has 
approved Gov. 
Paul 
Laxalt s 
plan to join California in keep- 
ing sky-blue Lake Tahoe from 
becoming a gray-green cesspool 
in the Sierra. 
The plan is designed to keep 
i sewage from polluting the lake 
and land developers from turn­ 
ip.:, its mountain basin into 
a 
Coney Island in the pines. 
The governor, expected 
to 
sign the measure without hesi­ 
tation after 
checking 
it 
for 
error, called the basin “ one of 


the most scenic and unusual 
spots in the world.” 
“ This legislation,” he said, 
“ may very well prove to be one 
of the most significant conser­ 
vation measures in the history 
of the nation 
. . . designed to 
protect a priceless treasure.” 
Tahoe is on a collision course 
with civilization. It nestles 6,255 
feet above sea level among the 
peaks along the spine of the 
California-Nevada border. 
It is rated one of the three 
clearest 
lakes 
in 
the 
world 
along with Crater Lake in ore- 


gon and Lake Baikal in So\ iet 
Asia. Diyrs say they can see 
200 feet under water. 
For many years the lake was 
a tourist attraction whose only 
nearby residents were a few 
well-to-do 
summer 
resorters. 
Now a two-year-old city sprawls 
along its south shore. 
Cabins, lodges, motels, gas 
stations and stores cluster along 
the California shore. High-rise 
hotel-casinos jab into the sky 
along the Nevada side. 
The legislature approved an 
interstate 
compact 
stretching 


across the mountains to curb 
the development and keep it 
from 
becoming 
a 
mountain 
slum beside a polluted pond. 
Laxalt’s measure was based 
on a law passed by the Cali­ 
fornia legislature last year pro­ 
posing the interstate agreement. 
Nevada amended it heavily. 
If 
California 
approves 
the 
changes-and if Congress goes 
along—a regional agency will 
apply 
uniform 
pollution 
and 
zoning controls throughout the 


basin. 
It would supercede more than 


60 government entities trying to 
control pollution and planning 
in patchwork fashion over the 


51 1-square-mile area. 
With sewage disposal stand­ 
ards, the agency would keep 
! human waste out of the lake. 
'Co n su ltan ts say only three parts 
per 100 million of phosphates 
from human wastes could trig­ 
ger 
growth 
of algae 
which 
would turn the lake dull green. 
“ Once the lake turns green,” 
California

Ontario Council

ONTARIO—The City Council has asked for a 
new population count in hopes of getting more 
state taxes. 
The council directed the planning department 
to collect necessary information and submit a to 
the state as a basis for the new estimate. 
A state census taken in 1966 set the city popula­ 
tion at 60,753. The proposed census would nor in­ 
volve an actual head count but would be computed 
from building permits, vacancies, annexed areas 
and trailer parks. The cost would be $415. 
Officials estimate the number of residents has 
increased by 1,500 since the last census. This would 
mean several thousand dollars in state aid, they 
said.

Smith told his audience that

Janet and Ed knew that his 
mother was n o n e too happy 
about their marriage. Yet they 
were both dismayed to learn, 
after her death, that she had 
left 
money to Ed strictly on 
condition that he get a divorce. 
In short order they challeng­ 
ed the validity of this clause in 
court. There, the executor of the 
estate argued: 
“ It was the mother’s money, 
to do with as she pleased. If 
Ed doesn’t want to accept it on 
her terms, he is free to refuse 
it—and stay married to Janet.” 
However, the court ruled that 
Ed could collect his bequest 
without getting a divorce. The 
judge said that, as a matter of 
public policy, the law frowns on 
any device that is so clearly 
“ hostile to the marriage rela­ 
tion.” 
It is a general rule that the 
law is biased in favor of matri­ 
mony. This kind of effort to 
break up a marriage, by using 
a bequest as “ divorce bait,” is 
usually held null and void. 
Nevertheless, an antimarriage 
clause might be upheld if, un­ 
der the particular circumstan­ 
ces, 
its 
impact 
is 
relatively 
slight. For example: 
A mother left money to her 
daughter, payable only if she 
got a divorce. But it also ap-

peared that the daughter was al­ 
ready separated from her hus­ 
band, and that a divorce suit 
was pending. 
Upholding the terms of the 
bequest, the court pointed « it 
that in this situation there was 
not much marriage left to pre­ 
serve. 
What if the bait has the op­ 
posite 
purpose: 
to 
keep 
the 
child married, rather than to 
get him divorced? 
In one case, for instance, the 
will gave a son his bequest only 
if he remained married for a 
certain period. He sued to knot k 
out this requirement, complain­ 
ing that it would force him to 
stay married no matter how 
much his wife might misbehave. 
But the court held that the 
son would indeed have to give 
up his right to divorce, at lea t 
for the specified time, if he 
wanted to collect the bequest. 
The judge felt that society has 
less reason to protect the in 
tution of divorce than to pro­ 
tect the institution of marriage.

I have poured on 
one layer of the hot wax when 
the fruit is hot, second thin lay­ 
er when jelly has cooled some­ 
what. 
I have also waited till 
jelly is entirely cool. Each time 
I have a seepage or there is a 
deep depression in the center of 
the wax. 
Mrs. Don Keiffer, Lawrence,

Could be you are simply us­ 
ing too much paraffin. I know it 
might seem that the heavier the 
coating, the better the seal, but 
as 
much 
as 
one-fourth 
inch 
presses down on tender jell. 
Then 
that small 
but 
normal 
seepage that occurs from sepa­ 
ration of liquids at the top ooz­ 
es out, lets in air. One-eight 
inch paraffin is enough. 


You wron’t get that depression 
in the center if you will meas­ 
ure melted paraffin into a table­ 
spoon before pouring over hot 
jelly — it should always be hot 
— rather than trying to pour 
from cup or pan. 
Always leave a half-inch head 
space at the top of jelly jars. 
If any of your jelly has mold­ 
ed, take heart. All is not lost. 
Cut away the mold, use the 
rest.

For other jars 
that 
might 
show signs of molding, pry off 
paraffin, cut away mold, pour 
one-fourth teaspoon grain alco­ 
hol or brandy over the jell, roll 
it around so it covers the entire 
surface, then touch a match to 
it. 
As soon as the alcohol has 
burned away, re - paraffin at 
once. Covering with tight papers 
or a scaled tin lid will be a dou­ 
ble safeguard. 
Now this is important. When 
you do your jellies, do you use 
new 
paraffin? 
I 
am 
always 
hearing of stunts to reuse some 
that has been saved from last 
year’s jars. That’s pennywise! 
Don’t do it! 
Always use fresh, melt over 
hot water rather than direct 
heat. 
Over heated paraffin, as 
well as old, might not seal well, 
can give an odd flavor at times. 
Try to store your jelly in a fair­ 
ly cool place, at least away 
from warm pipes.

Price implies the coin is either 
wa nted o r fo r sale.

When I phoned Al Podell to 
acknowledge receipt of the book 
and extend congratulations, he 
explained the book's inscription. 
One of my columns had caught 
the eye of an editor at Bobbs- 
Merrill, the publisher, and the 
decision to make a book out of 
their adventures was born. 
"It must have been a good 
idea because the first printing 
was sold out in three days,” Al 
added, “ and now some movie 
companies are negotiating for 
film rights.” 
It’s a graphic demonstration 
once again of the value of photo- 
giaphy in recording the things 
we do.

There's a place about two hours from Pomona, 
brimming with Western Americana and lore. It’s 
“ purty as a gal s C alico pettiskirt,” and that s 


how it got its name. 
Calico Ghost Town, originally restored by Knott s 
Berry Farm and now owned by the County of 
San Bernardino, lies in the amazingly hued Calico 


Mountains. 
To get there, you take the San Bernardino Free­ 
way over the Cajon Pass past Victorville and Bar- 
stow on Highway 91 to the C alico road. 
The richest silver ore discovery in Southern 
California history gave birth to this lusty town 
in 1881. It prospered, with minor ups and downs 
until near the turn of the century when the high- 
grade ore pinched out and the price ot s i l v e r 
dropped drastically. 
Calico died as suddenly as it was born, and 
the fortune-seekers fled what they thought was 
now silver-barren country. In truth, however, it 
is said that this region still contains much more 


than the $86,000.000 in silver which was mined 
during the town’s 15-year boom period. But the 
cost of processing that ore today is so monumental 
that Calico’s remaining silver treasure lies un­ 


touched. 
The mountains surrounding Calico Ghost town 
are a riot of color and are in themselves a sight 
worth seeing. Deposits found there include .Jasper, 
Feldspar, yellow, brown, orange, red, green, and 
even blue and lavender c’ays. There are also quartz, 
iron, magnesium, and definite evidence of gold 
deposits. Nature has proudly displayed her wares 


for all to see. 
Today, in the restored town of Calico, there 
is plenty for the entire family to enjoy. In many 
of the old buildings you will find relics, artifacts, 
and photographs of those rugged days, of those 
rugged miners and their families. 
You can stroll through the general store and 
Calico's own boothill (here you will find wonderful, 
colorfully worded epitaphs). The jailhouse. the post 
office, and the chapel by the lake are all remind­ 
ers of part of our western history. 
Everyone will enjoy exploring the Maggie mine 
tunnels and taking the Calico-Odessa railroad sight­ 
seeing tour. The ever-popular crazyhouse continues 
to amaze visitors with its gravity-defying wonders. 


A bit of the old West comes to life again. 
Calico casts its spell on all who visit there 
Calico Ghost Town is open all year, seven clays 


a week.

Howev er, v ario u s wood s an d p ieces req u ire sp ecial 
treatmen ts an d freq u en tly u sed su rfaces n eed ex tra 
p rotectio n . “ Sho wcase” fu rn itu re n eed s on ly lov in g 
care an d freq u en t p olishin g. 
Hea t Injures Wo o d 
There 
are certain d efin ite ru les in carin g for 
wood fu rn itu re. 
E x cessiv e heat is n ot good for fu rn i­ 
tu re, bu t if y ou prefer to keep the temp eratu re 
in y o u r ho me fairly 
hig h, it is well to in stall hu mid i­ 
fiers to balan ce the d ry n ess of the air. 
Do n ’t p lace the fu rn itu re immed iately ad jacen t 
to the heat ou tlet. Be cau tio u s of d amp air also, 
as d amp n ess will ca use the 
wood to swell an d 
warp as well as d u llin g the fin ish. Stron g su n light 
is eq u ally harmfu l an d will cau se the fin ish to 
check an d ev en tu ally crack off. Use co asters an d 
table mats an d if p ossible u se felt mats for acces­ 
sories. 
Mod ern p ieces of fu rn itu re are u su ally fin ished 
so that they are v irtu ally imp erv io u s to all kin d s 
of wear 
an d tear, bu t this is n ot tru e of old er 
p ieces. They req u ire regu lar u p keep . 


Use Pro v en Metho ds 
Tod ay there are man y an d v aried method s of 
refin ishin g. If y ou hav e a v ery v alu able p iece, we 
stro n gly 
u rge that it be giv en to 
a p rofession al 
for refu rbishin g bu t if y ou wish to tackle the job 
y ou rself, the followin g metho d s will p rov e mo st satis­ 
facto ry : 
1. 
Antiquing : This method is to d ay the mo st 
p o p u lar an d the most foolp roof. No old fin ish n eed 
be remo v ed . Simp ly wash d own the o bject to be 
d on e with ammo n ia an d water to remo v e wax , 
fu rn itu re p olish o r grease, san d lightly to ev en the 
su rface, ap p ly the u n d erco at in the color of y o u r 
choice an d after allowin g time to d ry , ap p ly y o u r 
an tiq u in g glaze with a soft cloth an d wip e until 
y ou hav e achiev ed the look y ou d esire. 
A clear 
co atin g of v a rnish o r p lastic may then be ap p lied 
if fu rther p ro tectio n is n eed ed . 
2. Oilin g: This metho d is u sed almo st ex clu siv ely 
by cu sto m fu rn itu re man u factu rers. In the case of 
refin ishin g, it is n ecessary to remo v e co mp letely 
the old fin ish, san d with fin e san d p ap er o r steel 
wool an d then d u st thorou ghly so all traces of 
ssawd u st are remo v ed . Then ap p ly y o u r fu rn itu re 
oil. There are man y of these oil p ro d u cts on the 
market bu t it is o u r feelin g that the Dan ish Wood 
oils are the fin est. Sev eral coats of this p ro d u ct 
may be req u ired an d the mo re it is oiled an d 
wip ed the mo re beau tifu l an d rich the wood will 
beco me. 
3 . Sta ining a nd finishing with v a rnish o r pla stic: 
This metho d has been u sed for man y y ears an d 
is still the accep ted way for mass p ro d u ced fu rn i­ 
tu re. Lacq u er is often u sed by man u factu rers bu t 
is n ot reco mmen d ed for the d o-it-y ou rself job. This 
also req u ires remo v al of the old fin ish with p ain t 
an d v arn ish remo v er, n eu tralization with alcohol, 
a thoro u gh san d in g, ap p lication of stain to the d esired 
color an d then the ap p lication of sev eral coats of 
v arn ish or p lastic. 
In the case of hard , op en grain wood s su ch 
as oak, waln u t o r maho gan y , a wood filler shou ld 
be ap p lied p rio r to the stain in g of the wood . Follow­ 
in g this p ro cess, occasion al wip in g with lemon oil 
p olish is reco mmen d ed .

SALT STE. MARIE, 
Mich. 
(UPI) 
— A starkly modern 
triple observation tower is to 
rise above the St. Marys River 
Valley as a salute to the mis­ 
sionaries who f i r s t brought 
Christianity to North America 
more than 400 years ago. 
The 210-foot spire, topped with 
a 
61-bell 
carillon, 
will 
soar 
above St. Mary’s Roman Ca­ 
tholic Church as part of a reli­

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‘Divorce Boit' Void 


Janet and Ed knew that his 
mother was n o n e too happy 
about their marriage. Yet they 
were both dismayed to learn, 
after her death, that she had 
left 
money to Ed strictly on 
condition that he get a divorce. 
In short order they challeng­ 
ed the validity of this clause in 
court. There, the executor of the 
estate argued: 
“ It was the mother's money, 
to do with as she pleased. If 
Ed doesn’t want to accept it on 
her terms, he is free to refuse 
it—-and stay married to Janet.” 
However, the court ruled that 
E d could collect his bequest 
without getting a divorce. The 
judge said that, as a matter of 
public policy, the law frowns on 
any device that is so clearly 
“ hostile to the marriage rela­ 
tion.” 
It is a general rule that the 
law is biased in favor of m atri­ 
mony. This kind of effort to 
break up a marriage, by using 
a bequest as “ divorce bait,” is 
usually held null and void. 
Nevertheless, an antimarriage 
clause might be upheld if, un­ 
der the particular circumstan­ 
ces, 
its 
impact 
is 
relatively 
slight. I or example: 
A mother left money to her 
daughter, payable only if she 
got a divorce. But it also ap-

ready separated from her h - 
band, and that a divorce suit 
was pending. 
Upholding the terms of the 
bequest, the court pointed o it 
that in this situation there was 
not much marriage left to pa 
serve. 
What if the bait has the op­ 
posite purpose: 
to keep the 
child married, rather than to 
get him divorced? 
In one case, for instance, die 
will gave a son his bequest only 
if he remained married foi a 
certain period. He sued to kn< k 
out this requirement, complain­ 
ing that it would force him to 
stay married no matter how 
much his wife might misbehave. 
But the court held that the 
son would indeed have to give 
up his right to divorce, at 1< 
t 
for the specified time, if he 
wanted to collect the bequest. 


The judge felt that society has 
less reason to protect the in ti- 
tution of divorce than to pro­ 
tect the institution of marriage.

There is no discernible evi­ 
dence that either associates or 
responsible supporters of New 
York’s Gov. Nelson Rockefeller 
are quietly encouraging a pro- 
Rockefeller group seeking votes 
for him in the March 12 New 
Hampshire prim ary. 
As a m atter of fact, indica­ 
tions exist that a “ Rockefeller 
Supporters for G e o r g e Rom­ 
ney” committee soon may be 
thrust on the snowy New Hamp­ 
shire scene to help counter the 
now freely 
labeled 
m averick 
group. 
A certain urgency has crept 
Into the Romney cam p on this 
issue, since here and there some 
straw polls — though adm itted­ 
ly fragm entary evidence—show 
Rockefeller second to Richard 
Nixon. 
The maverick group, ostens­ 
ibly led by J o h n A. Beckett, 
University of New Hampshire 
professor, has formally filed a 
full slate of eight delegate can­ 
didates 
and 
eight 
alternates 
“ favorable to” Rockefeller. It 
also hopes to spur a write-in 
for the governor in the pri­ 
m ary’s presidential preference 
test. 
In a Feb, 17 meeting, Beckett 
and his group Indicated they 
would not be dissuaded from 
their efforts, which conceivably 
could pose a serious new threat 
to the already em battled Rom­ 
ney as he fights uphill against 
Nixon. 
Behind - s c e n e s moves 
to 
thwart the mav* rick Rockefel­ 
ler backers have been frequent 
and somewhat frenzied. 


Romney people in New Hamp­ 
shire not long ago placed a 
transoceanic telephone call to 
New York National ( ommittee- 
man George Hmman at Gren­ 
oble, France, while h« was at­ 
tending the Winter Olympics. 
Hinman 
reached 
Rockefeller, 
who c a l l e d Romney aides in 
New Hampshire to say flatly he 


wound undertake any squelching 
efforts 
they 
proposed. 
There 
have been further talks with 
Hinman. 
Firm ly backing Romney, Roc­ 
kefeller 
already 
had written, 
telegraphed and telephoned to 
discourage backers here, and, 
with most, made a face-to fa<-• 
pita in a Jan. 4 visit to the 
state. 
Some prestigious Rockefeller 
supporters who were with him 
in 1964 agreed. From several 
quarters, immense pressure was 
then levied against the Beckett 
group not to file a slate Feb. 10. 


There are reports that several 
tim es on that final filing date 
the m averick group was about 
to yield. Word is circulating 
that the man who always ral­ 
lied them, until they finally did 
file, was not Beckett but Gerald 
Carmen, a Manchester m erch­ 
ant who was a successful can 
didate on the H e n r y Cabot 
Lodge slate in 1964. 
Not too wt II remembered is 
the fact that Carmen twice has 
served as a campaign m anager 
for former Gov. Wesley Powell,

social action controversy which 
has brought many denomina­ 
tions and local churches to the 
brink of schism. 
His conclusions are expressed 
in a little book entitled “The 
Return of the Sacred” (More­ 
house Barlow), which would be 
excellent m aterial 
for Lenten 
discussion groups. 


Archbishop de Blank gently 
rebukes 
both 
“ Christian 
pie­ 
tists’* who are entirely preoccu­ 
pied with traditional aspects of 
worship 
and evangelism , 
and 
“ Christian 
secularists” 
w h o 
think of the church’s mission 
solely in term s of social service. 
The pietists, he says, need to 
rem em ber the central affirm a­ 
tion of the 
Christian 
faith— 
“ that God became man in Jesus 
Christ.” The deepest meaning 
of the incarnation is that “ God 
has set His seal on the whole of 
life . . . nothing lies outside His 
concern.” 
“ Jesus, at the beginning of his 
public life, cam e preaching that 
the kingdom of heaven was at 
hand. Now whatever else the 
kingdom means, it is certainly 
not limited to a person’s private 
spiritual development. 
“ It must include m an’s life in 
society, with all that this means 
in

secularists 
that the church cannot save 
itself 
from 
irrelevance

strum ent in the hands of those 
who have a conscience about 
the present state of the world is 
inadequate to meet the deepest 
needs of the human personali­ 
ty,” he says.

Dear Nan: 
What is the best method to use 
in sealing jelly or marmalade 
with paraffin? I have pounxl on 
one layer of the hot wax when 
the fruit is hot, second thin lay­ 
er when jelly has cooled some­ 
what. 
I have also waited till 
jelly is entirely cool. Each time 
1 have a seepage or there is a 
deep depression in the center of 
the wax.

Could be you are simply us­ 
ing too much paraffin. I know it 
might seem that the heavier the 
coating, the better the seal, but 
as 
much 
as 
one fourth 
inch 
presses down on tender jell. 
Then 
that small 
but normal 
seepage that occurs from sepa­ 
ration of liquids at the top ooz­ 
es out, lets in air. One-eight 
inch paraffin is enough. 
You won’t get that depression 
in the center if you will meas 
ure melted paraffin into a table­ 
spoon before pouring over hot 
jelly —* it should always be hot 
— rather than trying to pour 
from cup or pan. 
Always leave a half-inch head 
space at the top of jelly jars. 
If any of your jelly has mold­ 
ed, take heart. All is not lost. 
Cut away the mold, use the 
rest.

Sweaters Are Popular 


For other jars 
that 
might 
show signs of molding, pry off 
paraffin, cut away mold, pour 
one-fourth teaspoon grain alco­ 
hol or brandy over the jell, roll 
it around so it covers the entire 
surface, then touch a match to 
it. 
As soon as the alcohol has 
burned away, re - paraffin at 
once. Covering with tight papers 
or a scaled tin lid will be a dou­ 
ble safeguard. 
Now this is important. When 
you do your jellies, do you use 
new 
paraffin? 
I 
am 
always 
hearing of stunts to reuse some 
that has been saved from last 
year’s jars. That’s pennywise! 
Don’t do it! 
Always use fresh, melt over 
hot water rather than direct 
heat. 
Over heated paraffin, as 
well as old, might not seal well, 
can give an odd flavor at times. 
Try to store your jelly in a fair­ 
ly cool place, at least away 
from warm pipes.

Today, those who fol­ 
lowed his advice are enjoying 
a 65 per cent increase on their 
investment. 
The Wall Street Journal re­ 
cently referred to old coin in­ 
vestments as one of the more 
sophisticated hedges against in­ 
flation and paralleled the fut­ 
ure of the com market with that 
of real estate and producing oil 
wells. 


More Coins Held 
Similar reports are beginning 
to apear more frequently in 
many national publications and 
aparently they are getting to 
the public because our mail 
over the past 12 months indi­ 
cates an increase in th»* number 
of people preferr ng to hold 
their coins as 
against 
those 
seeking an immediate market. 
A few readers are apprehen­ 
sive of the market because of 
the difference between the pub­ 
lished value of their coin and 
the buying price offered by the 
dealer. 
Both “ value” and “ price” are 
expressions of worth but there 
Is a difference. This is as it 
should be but when that differ­ 
ence becomes too unrealistic 
you should avail yourself of an­ 
other and more reliable dealer. 
Demand Sets Value 
The “ value” of a coin is gen­ 
erally established by the de - 
mand and is the estimated equi­ 
valent available on the open 
market. It never implies the 
coin is for sate. 
The “ price” of a coin is usu­ 
ally less than the established 
value and is an equivalent a 
dealer is willing to give or ac­ 
cept in exchange for that coin. 
Price implies the co.n is either 
wanted or for sale. 
The scarcity ot a rare spen­ 
man makes it invaluable to the 
owner and his esteem for it ren­ 
ders it priceless,

Electricity Comes to Pomona 


At the close of the year 1893, Po­ 
mona was celebrating the first anni­ 
versary of electric lights in this city. 
No less than a dozen homes were 
wired for this type of illumination 
and several Second Street stores had 
installed d r o p cords and electric 
bulbs. That Was also the year when 
20 arc lights first sputtered on our 
city streets. 
Pomonans were justly proud and 
pointed out that on a clear evening, 
when the s t r e e t lights were all 
turned on, the sparkling brilliance 
was visible for a distance of over 
30 miles. 
However, d e s p i t e this modern 
m iracle of e l e c t r i c illumination, 
there were some complaincrs. One 
homeowner even went so far as to 


p r o te st in public print: “When you 
get your electric bill,” he said, “you 
wish you once again lived in the dark 
ages.” 
But by 1893 electric l i g h t s had 
come to Pomona to stay. Utilizing 
their intensified brilliance, the Con­ 
gregational Church put on a program 
featuring 250 view's of the World’s 
Fair projected on a 450 square foot 
screen. To produce a picture that 
large, they used a “double improved 
stereopticon with dissolving effects.” 
And. speaking of electrical m ar­ 
vels and the year 1893, it was at 
that time that Pomonans were all 
discussing an announcement made 
by Alexander Graham Bell, the in­ 
ventor of the telephone, 
“ I am working on an electrical de­ 
vice, and hope to soon have it per­ 


fe c te d , which will enable a person 
using a telephone to see ihe indivi­ 
dual with whom he is talking.” he 
said. 
But that w’as one invention Prof. 
Bell wasn’t quite up to. 
The year 1893 witnessed a great 
deal in the way of progress in Po­ 
mona In December the editor of The 
P o m o n a Progress was bragging, 
“The largest m arriage fee received 
by a Pomona pastor during the year 
was $25.“ 
That was the same editor who also 
wrote: “ If you are feeling dizzy, bil- 
lious and generally s i c k and de­ 
pressed* pay up your newspaper sub­ 
scription a year in advance. You will 
thus make sure you receive a good 
obituary notice.”

There’s a place about two hours from Pomona, 
brimming with Western Americana and lore. It’s 
“ puny as a gal s Calico pettiskirt," and that’s 
how it got its name. 
Calico (ihost Town, originally restored by Knott’s 
Berry Farm and now owned by the County of 
San Bernardino, lies in the amazingly hued Calico 
Mountains. 
To get there, you take the San Bernardino Free­ 
way over the Cajon Pass past Victorville and Bar- 
stow on Highway 91 to the Calico road. 
The richest silver ore discovery in Southern 
California history gave birth to this lusty town 
in 1881. It prospered, with minor ups and downs 
until near the turn of the century when the high- 
grade ore pinched out and the price of s i l v e r 
dropped drastically. 
Calico died as suddenly as it was born, and 
the fortune-seekers fled what they thought was 
now silver-barren country. In truth, however, it 
is said that this region still contains much more 
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than the $86,000,000 in silver which w as mined 
during the towns 15-year boom period. But the 
cost of processing that ore today is so monumental 
that Calico's remaining silver treasure lies un 
touched. 
I he mountains surrounding Calico (ihost Town 
are a riot of color and are in themselves a sight 
worth seeing. Deposits found there include Jasper, 
Feldspar, yellow, brown, orarge, red, green, and 
even blue and lavender c’ays. There are also quartz, 
iron, magnesium, and definite evidence of gold 
deposits. Nature has proudly displayed her wares 
for all to see 
Today, in the restored town of Calico, there 
is plenty for the entire family to enjoy 
In many 
of the old buildings you will find relics, artifacts, 
and photographs of those rugged days, of those 
rugged miners and their families. 
You can stroll through the general store and 
Calico's own boothill (here you will find wonderful, 
colorfully worded epitaphs). The jailhouse. the post 
office, and the chapel by the lake are all remind­ 
ers of part of our western history. 
Everyone will enjoy exploring the Maggie mine 
tunnels and taking the Calico Odessa railroad sight­ 
seeing tour. The ever popular crazyhouse continues 
to amaze visitors with its gravity-defying wonders. 
A hit of the old West comes to life again. 
Calico casts its spell on all who visit there 
Calico (ihost Town is open all year, seven days 
a week.

Antique Furniture 


Takes Special Care 


By J. C. WOODWARD 
The Color Brush 
Ask ten people how to care for or restore antique 
furniture and you will get ten different answers . . . 
all of them have their merits and for the particular 
person who has given you a process, the method 
used has been very satisfactory. 
However, various woods and pieces require special 
treatments and frequently used surfaces need extra 
protection. ‘'Showcase" furniture needs only loving 
care and frequent polishing. 
Heat Injures Wood 
There are certain definite rules in caring for 
wood furniture. Excessive heat is not good for furni­ 
ture, but if you prefer to keep the temperature 
in your home fairly high, it is well to install humidi­ 
fiers to balance the dryness of the air. 
Don’t place the furniture immediately adjacent 
to the heat outlet. Be cautious of damp air also, 
as dampness will cause the wood to swell and 
warp as well as dulling the finish. Strong sunlight 
is equally harmful and will cause the finish to 
check and eventually crack off. Use coasters and 
table mats and if possible use felt mats for acces­ 
sories. 
Modern pieces of furniture are usually finished 
so that they are virtually impervious to all kinds 
of wear and tear, but this is not true of older 
pieces. They require regular upkeep. 


Use Proven Methods 
Today there are many and varied methods of 
refinishing. If you have a very valuable piece, we 
strongly urge that it be given to a professional 
for refurbishing but if you wish to tackle the job 
youri-elf, the following methods will prove most satis­ 
factory: 
1. 
Antiquing: 
This method is today the most 
popular and the most foolproof. No old finish need 
be removed. Simply wash down the object to be 
done with 
ammonia and water to remove wax, 
furniture polish or grease, sand lightly to even the 
surface, apply the undercoat in the color of your 
choice and after allowing time to dry, apply your 
antiquing glaze with a soft cloth and wipe until 
you have achieved the look you desire. A clear 
coating of varnish or plastic may then be applied 
if further protection is needed. 
2. Oiling: This method is used almost exclusively 
by custom furniture manufacturers. In the case of 
rcfinishing. it is necessary to remove completely 
the old finish, sand with fine sandpaper or steel 
wool and then dust thoroughly so all traces of 
si-awdust are removed. Then apply your furniture 
oil. There are many of these oil products on the 
market but it is our feeling that the Danish Wood 
oils are the finest. Several coats of this product 
may be required and the more it is oiled and 
wiped the more beautiful and rich the wood will 
become. 
3. Staining and finishing with varnish or plastic: 
This method has been used for many years and 
is still the accepted way for mass produced furni­ 
ture. Lacquer is often used by manufacturers but 
is not recommended for the do-it-yourself job This 
also requires removal of the old finish with paint 
and varnish remover, neutralization with akohol, 
a thorough sanding, application of stain to the desired 
color and then the application of several coats of 


varnish or plastic. 
In the case of hard, open grain woods such 
as oak, walnut or mahogany, a wood filler should 
be applied prior to the staining of the wood. Follow­ 
ing this process, occasional wiping with lemon oil 


polish is recommended.
